\Text) His appearance among the icading parts in Washington began with 

a joke. It is said that as soon as it became known that the new president 
had appointed Zbigniew Brzezinski his national security adviser, a 
WASHINGTON POST correspondent declared: "A man with such a difficult 

name constitutes...a threat to security. In any case, to the security 

of newspaper proofreaders!" 


At the same time this man, whose name hardly anyone in the United States 
can spell correctly today, has become a very influential figure in 
washington. When President Carter is discussing some question among his 
closest associates he invariably asks: “And what does Zbig think about 
it?” 


It should be recalled that the post of "presidential adviser" was conceived 
as a secretary-consultant's post. Early in the morning he was to receive 
summaries and reports from various ministries and secret services and 
urgent communications from American ambassadors in various countries. 

After this the adviser was entrusted with the duty of sorting the papers 
according to their significance, placing them in a file and delivering 

the file to the president's office. Here his mission ended, and he could 
go home. No participation in state affairs, no opinions, still less 
influence. But now the U.S. president's national security adviser has 
acquired special status. 





Judge for yourself: M. Bundy occupied a similar post under President 
Kennedy, and his small, crowded office was located in a basement corner 
of the White House. Brzezinski is another matter--his vast office is 
next to the White House incumbent. Only a short corridor and 10 steps 
separate him from the American president's oval office. 


The national security adviser started to emerge as a major figure under 
Presidents Nixon and Ford. And Brzezinski has Henry Kissinger to thank 








for that: It was he who wanted to raise the rank of the adviser, wanting 
to find in him a loyal champion of the State Department's ideas. But it 
all turned out differently. The adviser began to keep the State Depart- 
ment down, 


incidentally, the American press is fond of drawing parallels between 
those two figures. Both hold the title of profeasor. Both were born in 
Europe. Both were delegated to “big politics” by members of the influen- 
tial Rockefeller clan. And both are gripped by an irrepressible desire 
ior power, 

Lbigniew Brzezinski's "services" are generally known. For instance, it 
was he who forced the resignation of Secretary of State Cyrus Van *=-<too 
"sott’ a politician, in the adviser's view. On Brzezinski's insistence 
President Carter undertook the military action to release the American 
hostages, which ended in fiasco in the Iranian desert. It is to him that 
American foreign policy owes all its unexpected twists and turns, which 
cause horror among Washington's European allies. Every day, at every 
convenient opportunity, the “hawk Brzezinski persistently imposes his 
creed on the present White House incumbent: America must recover its 
strength. And it must be said that these seeds of desire for world 
domination fall on good soil (thus excessive arrogance brings people 
together...). 


Meticulous journalists have calculated that in the course of a day 
Brzezinski confers, gives advice or conducts confidential conversations 
with Jimmy Carter at least six times, while the secretary of state is 
accorded that honor only twice a week. In the State Department they 

say: ‘When an urgent decision has to be taken, our chief is always late. 
He has to cover a distance of 12 blocks between his office and the White 
House, while Brzezinski only has to take 10 steps.” 


After arriving in the United States in 1938 Z. Brzezinski received a 
respectable education thanks to his father's connections. He studied at 
Harvard and Columbia Universities. What he learned to perfection (not 
so much in university lecture rooms as through the call of his heart) 
was anticommunism. 


This man is possessed by a pathological hatred of the Soviet Union and 
the other socialist countries. And these feelings did not emerge yester- 
day. Back in 1964, in the rank of professor--an “expert” on inter- 
national policy--he developed the "theory" of isolating the GDR, which 
he offered to the United States and the FRG. A year later he announced 
that he knew how to use the iron hand in the velvet glove to “tear” 
Eastern Europe “out of Soviet influence." Then more and more new 
“theories,” with one and the same goal, were born every year. True, 

more than once people wrote that in the firm opinion of his audience that 
professor talks first and thinks afterward. As one of his White House 
colleagues put it: "“Zbig shoots like a cowboy, from the hip--fast, but 
usually missing." 





i} that is the kind of man who is the American president's right hand 
md 4 prominent figure in the corridors of power in America today, and 
ali other statesmen yield before him. Anyone who dares to set up fis own 
opinion against Zbig's “authority” can expect the same fate as C. Vance-- 
peopie will simply stop reckoning with him on the Washington olympus. 


At firet the new ..S. secretary of state, £. Muskie, intended to oppose 
the “eminence grise,” but.... What came of it was very clearly demon- 
strated by the story of “Directive 59," which contains the new U.S. 
nuciear strategy. Like millions of ordinary Americans, E. Muskie found 
Out about the preparation and approval of this directive from the 
newspapers. After that, there can be no talk of opposition,... 
Commenting on this “episode,” one \BC television reporter expressed 

it quite definitely: Muskie had two options--either resign, or tolerate 
public humiliation. He chose the latter, they say, because of the party 
election considerations. 


The Austrian weekly BUNTE OESTERREICH ILLUSTRIERTE notes that Brzezinski 
will not let slip an opportunity te force Carter into new steps in the 
direction of a tougher line. Against the Soviet Union, of course. The 
tragic fact must be admitted, the weekly sums up, that for 4 years now 
Brzezinski has been ruling together with the president, and the worlc 

is increasingly shaken by dangerous problems....

ANTICIPATING CONFRONTATION WITH U.S. IN MADRID

Start in Madrid") 


Text) The Spanish capital has started the preparations for a meeting of 
representatives of the signatories to the Helsinki accords, scheduled for 
November 11. At their conference in Warsaw in May of this year, the Warsaw 
Treaty member-countries called for thorough preparations for that meeting 
and for creating an atmosphere of confidence and mutual understanding so 
needed for the success of the meeting. It was also pointed out then that 
the completion of the Madrid meeting in a positive way would have a benefi- 
clal influence on the general state of the international atmosphere which 
leaves much to be desired. 


Mat is the approach of the Soviet Union and its allies. 


The West European countries recognise the significance of the meeting for the 
future of detente in Europe. Juan Carlos, king of Spain, has declared 

that his country is prepared to make its contribution to the re-opening of 
the dialogue between East and West and that in that respect the Madrid meet- 
ing can play a vital role. West German Foreign Minister Hans-Dietrich 
Grenscher has expressed a view which coincided with the opinion of the War- 
saw conference, namely, that the Madrid meeting should be held at Foreign 
Minister level. 


In « joint statement for the press on August 26, Genscher and US Secretary 
of State Edmund Muskie announced their agreement concerning "the importance 
of thorough preparations and constructive work to insure a balanced out- 
come which contributes to East-West cooperation.” 


It seems the political winds are blowing into the Madrid saile. 


Of maybe it only appears to me so? At least, as regards the wind from the 
Atlantic.... 








nOough che bull-fighting season in Madrid closes in September, the American 
ce.egation, it seems, has got the instructions of a picador. A correspondent 
of the British DAILY TELEGRAPH, among others, reported from the American 
capital that Washington was spoiling for a fight. He wrote that President 
jimmy Carter is planning this week a total diplomatic offensive against the 
Soviet Union, using for this purpose such an international forum as the con- 
ference in Madrid on security and cooperation in Europe.” 


Muskie, for his part, described three main directions of that "offensive"; 
the "problem of Afghanistan,” the “sphere of human rights" and the allegedly 
“repressive nature" of relations between countries of Eastern Europe and 
the Soviet Union. 


As is evident from chis " lan," Muskie regards the meecing not as the venue 
of serious negotiations in the common interests of the sides, but as ar “rena 
for exchanging reproaches and accusations to win che applause of some ;...i- 
cular political grandstand. It could be said that important political ains 
are sacr .ficed here to passing election considerations on how to outflank 

the other contestant Ronald Reagan from the right side of the American 
political spectrum. It would, however, be more correct to stress that the 
American cockiness shows an approach fundamentally alien to the Helsinki 
spirit. 


“Jerry, don't go"! editorialised the WALL STREET JOURNAL, trying to keep the 
then President, Gerald Ford, from going to Helsinki. Since then the nega- 
tive attitude to Helsinki on the past of the American opponents of detente 
has not c..anged into positive. Simply they have discovered at the bottom of 
the "third basket," that is, among provisions on cooperation in the humani- 
tarian fields, a chance to gain political dividends, by accusing the Soviet 
Jnion of “upsetting the third basket." And now American delegates are going 
to Madrid, full of fighting spirit, as was the case in Belgrade. Instead 

of readiness to cooperate we see the fighting preparedness for confrontation. 
Instead of the reopening of the dialogue, as the Spanish king said, there is 
a restoration of the cold war spirit. 


Ande yet the winds are blowing into the Madrid sails. Leonid Brezhnev, 
citing his recent contacts with many governments, noted in his August 29 
speech in Alma Ata that the “necessity of preserving and deepening detente 
and peaceful international cooperation, the need for curbing the arms race 
is realised everywhere, the US allies including." 


The socialist countries are going to Madrid with concrete proposals and see 


in the forthcoming meeting a chance to cooperate for the good of peace, a 
chance it would be unforgivable to miss. [APN, September 8. In full.]

U.S. PLANS TO DISRUPT LIBERATION MOVEMENT IN LATIN AMERICA

\Text) The events of recent times in Latin America indicate that the anti- 
imperialist, democratic movement, taking on various forms in various coun- 
tries of the region, is irresistibly gathering strength. 


The courageous struggle of the Nicaraguan people has strikingly demonstrated 
the galvanised great revolutionary energy of the masses united by the idea 
of freedom and justice. The revolution in Nicaragua produced resounding 
reverberations south of the Rio Grande. The left forces of Salvador have 
joined the self-sacrificing struggle against reaction and a revolutionary 
situation is arising in that country shocked by pitched class battles and a 
surging tide of armed action by the patriots. The national liberation move- 
ment in Guatemala is gaining strength in the teeth of the ruthless re gn of 
terror by the reactionary regime. 


The emergent nations of the Caribbean, recently liberated from colonial op- 
pression, are taking steps to restrict the activities of foreign, mostly 
American, monopolies, and carrying out important social and economic reforms. 


A real danger to imperialist interests has emerged across the United States’ 
“third border,” as the American press calls this region. And these are con- 
siderable interests. Latin America is still that part of the world which is 
bringing the biggest dividends ever to American monopolies (4-5 dollars of 
profit for every dollar invested by US corporations). Their direct invest- 
ment amounts to nearly 30,000 million dollars, and they are pumping out up 
to 70 percent of the local strategic raw materials. 


To prevent the events taking a course unsuitable for Washington and to pro- 
tect the US “business interests" in that part of the world, the American 
"hawks," led by Z. Brzezinski, the US President's national security adviser, 
are once more banking on force, as they did before, and propping up the anti- 
communist dictatorial military regimes guarding the interests of the US mono- 
polies in the Western Hemisphere. More than 70,000 military and police of- 
ficers from Latin American countries had their training in the US between 
1950 and 1975 alone. The Pentagon has supplied these countries with 2,500 
million dollars worth of armaments. 











with che swelling inflow of modern weaponry and dollars at ofiticial level 
into the countries ruled by anti-popular dictatorships, the Pentag..:. and the 
CIA are making further plans to unseat the Latin American governnents they 
do not like. 


The CLA is intensifying subversive operations against Grenada. Several 
plots aimed at the physical removal of members of Grenada's people's revolu- 
tionary government and restoring the old scheme of things in that country, 
have been foiled. The activities of the "cloak and dagger" men against 
Jamaica have likewise assumed wide proportions. 


in an effort to disrupt the national liberation movemenc in tne countries 
o: vatin America at any cost, and restore its shattered positions there, 
Washington has been whipping up tensions in that region in recent times. A 
whole series of "deterrent militarist actions" has been carried out to this 
end. 


A permanent headquarters of a "Caribbean task force'--a Latin American ver- 
sion of the "quick deployment force'"--is being set up at the Key West base 
in Florida as if to emphasise the Pentagon's intention to keep the whole of 
that region at gunpoint. 


Washington is doing everything to avert the fall of the ruling Junta and the 
estivlishment of a truly democratic government in Salvador. The US is sending 
a lot of dollars and arms over there along with its advisers. Many of Am- 
erican “in. tructors" are wearing the uniform of the national guard by way of 
disguise and directly participate in the suppression of anti-government ri- 
sings. The American ambassador in Salvador R. White declared a few days ago 
that his government was prepared to do everything to keep the present regime 
aline. 


Bolivia, one more Latin American country, is living through hard times. The 
Bolivian putschists, having raised an obstacle in the way of the country's 
democratic development and staged a military coup on July 17, keep on in- 
tensifying their campaign of terror, persecution and torture against progres- 
sive politicians, public figures and trade unionists. 


What was that coup for? The restoration of constitutional rule in Bolivia 
would, beyond doubt, have reinforced the positions of the Andean Pact includ- 
ing also Venezuela, Colombia, Peru and Ecuador. This regional economic 
association, taking some action to restrict the omnipotence of foreign capi- 
tal, has long been an object of close "attention" of US transnational com- 
panies seeking to worsen the relations between the Pact members by any means. 


Most of the states of the region are increasingly independent in deciding 
their domestic and foreign policy matters and do not want to follow in the 
wake of their northern neighbour's reckless policy, witness the refusal 














of a large number of Latin American countries to join in the worldwide drive 
launched recently by the United States cto stoke up militarism and the cold 
war, or in the "trade war" declared by Washington on the USSR. Nor have 
Latin American nations responded to Washington's call for a boycott of the 
Moscow Olympic Games. The Latin American peoples are more and more often 
countering imperialist pressure by their determination to fight for freedom 
and democracy.

‘f the Ammesty international Organisation centered in London. it was 
emphasiged that this organization “is not associated with any government, 
party, faith or representatives of other interests.” The organization, 
ite statute says, “acts in principle in defense only of those prisoners 
(so-called ‘prisoners of conscience’) who want, without using any violence, 
to enjoy their righte to freedom of speech, assembly and religion and are 
imprisoned, tortured and exiled for this.” 


For what purpose and by whom was all this enshrined in the amnesty charter’ 
By those who wented to define in advance the framework of the newborn 
organicat lon--den't worry, they were saying, it won't encroach on the 
capitalist eystes. And for the purpose of emphasizing the serits of 

* weceseful democracies” by criticizing individual “extremes” in the 
racist Republic of South Africa or countries ruled by dictatorships 

and also for something else. 


But as Amnesty international'’s activity developed it turned increasingly 
sharply to criticism of terrorist regimes and completely avoided such 
criticiem when matters concerned persecutions of progr. *4. 7 organizations 
and the righters for the working people's interests in tne capitalist 
countries, systematic violations of human rights in these countries, 
racial discrimination against aillions of Negroes and Indians in the 
\mited States. ‘ot to mention those who oppose capitaliem as 4 social 
eyetem. Let them be driven into prison!=<<by the standards of Amnesty 
irternational they do not rank as “prisoners of conscience.” 


Amnesty International has devoted iteelf wholly to other exercises. The 
nature of these may be judged by the fact that the organization's docu- 
ments have become similar to ciphers and the names of those taking part 
or to be more precise the agents in 4 particular country are not named. 














The Ammesty internationai ieadefs asBert Chat its budset is Lasec On 
"voluntary contributions.” But the identity of these “benefactors” is 
xept secret. Yet considerable funda are received, if you consider that 
one session of the Ampesty Executive Committee discussed the question of 
purchasing new premises for the organization's headquarters in London 
costing... 2 million pounds sterling! 


But the secret gradually becomes clear. fverything is very simple, 

The Asmesty International leadershis has for many years been entirely 
maintained by the imperialist secrec services and primarily by the U.5. 
services and serves their interests loyally. At 4 presse conference in 
cteber last year President Carter frankly admitted that Amnesty Inter- 
national is used by the Washington administration in its provocative, 
phoney campaign about the alleged violations of human rights in the USSR 
and other socialist states, 


Let ue digress elightly here. Amnesty International had initiated a 
campaign against the Moscow Olympics several months before the White 
House incumbent. Back in July 1979, with special activeness on the 

part of Amnesty International Deputy General Secretary Usting, a detailed 
plan of prevecative actions was elaborated which covered the period from 
fall last year to the period in which the olympics were held. The 
Amnesty Executive Committee decided that the olympics should be under 
constant fire from a hostile campaign. It was to be mounted by special 
“coordination groups" anu so-called “trusteeship"” groups in Amnesty 
International's national sections in the United States, Canada, Australia, 
Belgium, the FRG, France, Italy and so forth. Particular emphasis was 
placed on the importance of the participation in the anti-Soviet campaign 
in conacetion with the holding of the olympics in Moscow for the national 
sections of Amnesty International in those countries where the influence 
of communist parties is strong. 


The Amnesty International Executive Committee obliged its apparatus, 
beginning in February 1960, to step up the publication of anti-Soviet 
sianderous materials which were to be surreptitiously imported into 
the USSR and distributed both before and during che olympics. 


As we can see, the Amnesty international leaders were citing the organi- 
zation of the campaign to boycott the 1980 Olympics as one of their main 
tasks a8 much as 4 year ago. Were, it transpires, is where U.S. 
President Carter and those who submitted to U.S. diktat by deciding to 
deprive their country's sportemen cf the right to take part in the olympic 
contests drew their inspiration. it stems from this that, like the other 
adventurist actions by the U.S. administration and its obedient partners, 
the abortive olympic boycott campaign had nothing to do with the events 
in Afghanistan, since it was thought up a considerable while before this 
utterly phoney and artificial pretext emerged. Let us tie “one more knot 
in our handkerchiefs" to help us remember this.

The champions of “human rights" 
in the Seviet Union and the other secialist community countries deli- 
berately close their eyes to the wavy these countries’ peoples live and 
what they think. On the other hand, for several years now Amnesty 
international has been seeking out renegades who have lost touch with 
their peoples and they extol them, advertise them as “defenders of the 
law” and incite them to active struggle against the socialist system. 


For inetance, what a fuss was raised around the criminal Bukovekiy. 
Amnesty unconditionally enrolled him in the ranks of “prisoners of 
conscience.” Yet Bukovekiy had tried to organize armed struggle against 
Soviet power, And he created an “assault group of five" for this purpose. 
The main aim of thie “group of five’ was to fight Soviet power and one 
fighting method was to be acts of terrorism against Soviet people. 


However, calculations on launching vigorous activity by such renegades 
failed and the cadres of so-called "dissidents" not only failed to grow 
but thinned out with time. That is why Amnesty International has recently 
begun to gamble mainly not on the bankrupt “defenders of the law" who 
vainly make themselves out to be “public figures” but on criminals without 
any “ideological” admixture, so to speak, on murderers, including traitors 
who served the fascist occupiers during the great patriotic war. 


For instance, Amnesty International has announced that it is "taking up 
the defense" of Boris Morgulis. This “prisoner of consciene" is serving 
) sentence passed by the Kiev city court for embezzling public property, 
forgery and bribery. He has a match in Albert Koltunov, an Amnesty 
“ward,” sentenced for the fraudulent operations he arranged when he was 
chief of the Chernovtsy section of the Vinnitsa Zonal "Sportloto" 
administration. 


One more "prisoner of conscience” who, Amnesty asserts, has suffered for 
hie “political convictions" is Sergy Babich. In reality he is a dangerous 
recidivist who went on the rampage using a firearm he had stolen. 

Another is Mikhaylov-Sartakov. Even the London agents could not make 

out that he was a “political fighter.” But this did not stop them from 
championing a robber who was also found guilty of rape. 


As is well known, in the Soviet Union and the other socialist states the 
death penalty is used in exceptional cases for particularly dangerous 
criminals. Let us look at the people for whom the Amnesty International 
Organization has displayed “humanitarian concern.” First, Zatikyan and 
his accomplices, who organized an explosion in the Moscow subway which 
killed and damaged the health of dozens of Soviet people. Who else?

when Stavatekaya was murdered, During the investiga:ion and later in 
court they gave exhaustive evidence as, indeed, did c.ysyura himself, 

The sentence points out that "during the court session Lysyura admitted 


full culpability as charged." 


We cite these details to show how scrupulously Lysyura's crime was 
investigated. There could be only one sentence for the murderer, and it 
was passed=--shooting. 


The Soviet court is objective and just and it acts in full accordance 
with the law. The court defends law and order and Soviet citizens’ lives 
and uses the death penalty for murderers with full justification, 


Not a single Lssa citizen was to be found who disagreed with the sentence 
of the Krymskaya Oblast court or did not consider it correct. Yet such 
people were found abroad. Individual people from some countries thousands 
of kilometers from not only the USS& but also from each other sent letters 
to various Soviet addresses “protesting” against the allegedly "over- 
harsh" sentence passed on the murderer Lysyura. The fact that these 
letters are as a rule written on Amsesty International forms and closely 
resemble each other attracts the attention. To all appearances the members 
the organization in various countries were briefed on the Lysyura case 
from a single center. And the similarity of the letters is explained by 
the fact that they were written using carbon paper. The authors could 
not have coped with their instructions otherwise, since they themselves 
knew nothing about the Lysyura case and were using a crib. 


The aim of the latest anti-Soviet flare-up is clear: Counter to logic 
and the facts to sow doubts as to the actions of the Soviet court and at 
the same time to hand out indulgence to a man guilty of a very grave 
crime. No other explanation can be found for the cynicism of the 
“principled opponents of the death sentence." 
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heir petitions, which essentially signify mockery of the victims and 

the feelings of their relations, are also distributed in other socialist 
countries. Thus, Amnesty appealed :o the Hungarian authorities "requesting" 
the repeal of the death sentence passed on the savage Recidivist Imre 
(Mishkei) who had brutally murdered an S-year-old girl. 


The defense of murderers and their oroclamation as "prisoners of 
conscience” leave an indelible stain of shame on Amnesty International. 
But particular indignation is provosed by the fact that this organization 
is acting increasingly frequently in the role of intercessor for fascist 
minions who have the blood of Soviet people on their hands. Here are 

a few facts. 


Pavel lleh, Fedor Pelikh, Andreye Derevyanko, Ivan Manchich and Nikolay 
Petrenko took part in mass shootings of Soviet people during the occu- 
pation. For a long time the murderers succeeded in eluding punishment 
but eventually, in 1979, it caught up with them and these beasts in human 
guise were sentenced to be shot. 


On the "grounds" that the Amnesty laternational Organization is allegedly 
“opposed to the death penalty under any conditions" it sought the commu- 
tation of these sentences. This "“principledness," highly advantageous 

to murderers, traitors and betrayers, cannot fail to anger all honest 
people. 


Amnesty International did not even stop at blasphemous intercession for 
A.M. Ginzburg-Makarova, known during the fascist occupation of the 
Bryanks region by the nickname "Tonka the Machinegunner."' She voluntarily 
went to serve the Hitlerites. First she was a police employee in the 
settiement of Lokot and then volunteered for a punitive detachment. She 
took part regularly in shootings of partisans and civilians. ‘Tonka 

the Machinegunner" did not miss a single punitive raid against the 
partisans, a single iaterrogation or torture of arrested Soviet people 
at the police station and district prison. During mass executions she 
sprayed people with bullets from a "Maxim" heavy machinegun and finished 
off the wounded with a "Nagant" revolver. Exposed by the evidence of 
numerous witnesses, Ginzburg-Makarova confessed that she had personally 
shot and killed with her own hands at least 100 Soviet patriots. And it 
is the life of this maneater that the “Humanists" from Amnesty wanted 

to save! You involuntarily start to think that they are prepared to 
justify not only these but also other atrocities by the Hitlerites and 
their minions.

Theoretical and practical lessons 
are offered in the courses. They will be conducted by prominent Soviet and 
foreign specialists.

.. © ethnically mixed and multinational republics. There is no nation in 
the USSR whose population resides only within its own territory. Thus more 
than @ quarter of the population of 11 out of 15 republics represents 
nations other than that which had given those republics their names. 

In the Moldavian SSR for example, Moldavians, who make up the majority of 
the population, live side by side with Russians, Ukrainians, Gagautians, 
Jews, Bulgarians, and representatives of other nationalities. The growing 
together of nations is being intensified by internationalization of the 
popuiation.

Lenin pointed out that 
even the slightest national friction and national mistrust would be ab- 
eOlutely eliminated and that nations would grow together and merge more 
juickiy on the basis of democratization. Socialism does not constrict 

the sovereignty of nations, as is faiseiy declarea by bourgeois ideologists, 
instead, it expands and strengunens it. Thies is confirmed by creation and 
development of national state organ.gation of the peoples of our country, 
including Soviet national stete organization of the Moldavian people. 


In the terms of law and state organization, the USSR Constitution piays 
an extremely great role in the creation of objectave conditions for the 
growing together of nations and nationalities in our country; it is not 
oniy a historic document s,eliing out the ach.evements of mature socialism,

each work area and in each unit of production and management. 


Reports and elections must promote the perfection of internal party work, 
the increase in the fighting ability of party organizations, and the growth 
in communists' activity. It is advisable that at them they discuss such 
issues as strengthening party ranks, improving the style and method of party 
organizations' and party groups' work, practices for conducting party 














meetings, the arrangement of party Sowers at producvion sites and in 
management, luaproving the selection and training o! personnel, and 
increasing their responsibility for carrying out plans and assignments. 


It is necessary properly to prepare reportsof party du. ».aus and committees 
as well as those of the party rayon committees and to e..sure the active 
participation of communists in their discussion. The election meetings and 
conferences must principally evaluate the activity of election party orga- 
nizations, and with a consciously high level cf responsibility select as 
party organization staff and conference delegates the most worthy and 
active members of the party, prominent figures and production innovators, 
scientific and cultural figures, women and young people, 


Presently in many party crganizations there are election neetings being 
held and meetings in party groups and workshop party organ....tions are 
being concluded. As a rule, they are conducted in an organized fashion, 
with good attendance and communist activity. At the meeting a great deal 
of proposals are made on the issues ov improving the production activity, 
inner-party and political-educational work in labor collectives. 


The rayon committees of the party must devote constant attention to the 
issues of conducting party election meetings, discuss the course of the 
election campaign, activate the participation in reports and elections of 
secretaries, bureau members and members of the rayon committees of the 
CPSU. Practice has shown that wherever the preparatory work is conducted 
in a timely and qualitative fashion, the election meetings are held on a 
high level, the attention of the communists is concentrated upon the chief 
issues of party organizetions' work, resolutions which respond to existing 


tasks are worked out and approved, and an authoritative staff in party 
organizations is selected. 


The rayon party conferences will become a component and important part in 
preparing for the party congress. These conferences must be prepared and 
conducted well and on a high organizational and political level.

A fwidemental condition for the successful completion of the 1980 plan and 
the five-year plan ie undoubtedly tne realisation of taske on increasing 
the volume of industrial production, the output of the majority of the most 
important typee of goods, the increase in the productivity of labor, and 
la@proving the quality of producte at each industrial enterprise. 


It 18 necessary to bear in aind thal the growth in the volume of produo- 
tion whieh wae plenned for 1980 to be 3.1 percent, does not guarantee the 
imgpilementation of the five-year pias. it is necessary to eneure & 

of 3.4 percent for thie, At presert thie rate has been achieved. However, 
thie is not adequate for carrying out the obligations assumed for che 
five-year pian. The current year sust be completed with an inorease in 
production and productivity of labor by no less than 4 percent. 


However work on carrying out thie task is sot organised in the proper 
manner everywhere, Some enterprises do not carry out the planned teske for 
the volume of products sole and for the productivity of labor. They hamper 
deliveries of products to construction sites and enterprises. A number of 
plants and factories in the city do not provide for the implementation of 
the five-year plan tasks. Significant lage in carrying out plans of the 
‘Oth Five-Year Plan were allowed by enterprises of Ministry of the Petro- 
Leim- \effining and Petrochemical Industry, Ministry of Perrous Metallurgy, 
Ministry of the Electrical Engineering Industry, Minietry of the Machine 
Tooi-Puilding and Tool Industry, Ministry of the Chemical Industry, 
Ministry of the Light Industry, and Ministry of the Food Industry. 


These shortcomings exist to e great extent se a result of the low level of 
production organization and reduced responsibility on the part of mana- 
gerin. ieaders for the uoonditional iaplementetion of plans and obliga- 
tions. At a number of enterprises technical reequipping of industry is 
being conducted slowly, the necessary measures for improving the mechanize- 
tion anc automation of production processes are not taken, work in 
rep.scing Manual labor with machines is being done poorly, and labor time 
losses are allowed to occur. 


Rayon committees of the party and party organizations in a number of 
cases reduced their attention given to these issues, lowered the demand 
placed upon managerial leaders for the state of affaires in the production 
collective. The shortcomings must be eliminated. It is necessary to 
carefully examine the work of each enterprise where shortcomings occur in 


production work, anc Getermine the measures as well as render sractical 
assistance for their elimination.

Engineering Constructicn in 
Moscow lity, Main Moscow Highway Administration, enterprises of the 
ministries of Ferrous Metallurgy of the USSR, Energy and Electrification of 
tne USSR, lathes building and instrument industry, some branches and admin- 
istrations of the Moscow Executive Committee ellowed significant lags in 
carrying out the plan for capital investment. 


SeTious shortcomings exist in housing, cultural and social amenities and 
communal conguruction. Overall building te not supplied, engineering pre- 


paration of construction areas ie not carried out in time and a constructin 
stock of supplies is not created. 











The plan to put into operation many importa t national economic capacities 


being done. At the same time, the rumber of construction pro‘ scta 
(9 increasing and the volume of incomplete construction is not being 
reduced, 

The Moscow City Planning Commission an. leaders of conutruction directorates 


who do not occupy a primary position .n these issues are responsible for 
this. They do not put up a reliable barrier on the fallicious path towards 
carrying out planned tasks on so-ca.led beneficial projects at the expense 
of overall indicators. 


The fact that problem. of inproving the quality of construction, many pro- 
jects, particular.y howlng, are being resolved slowly and the fact that 
they are being submitted with significant shortcomings and defects provokes 
concern. 


Buildere must do everything in order to have a worthy meeting of the CPSU 
congress. 


Directing the efforts of party organizations and economic bodies towards 
‘he Umproved preparation for the party congress, the speaker further stated, 
it ly neceseary to concentrate their attention on improving the work of 
such a vitally important branch as the city economy. 


In the 10th Five-Year Plan the planned development and strengthening of the 
technical base of all branches of the city economy, increasing the capa- 
civies of engineering systems, and the expansion of the volume of repair 
and operational work are continuing. The task of tne five-year plan and 
the plan for the current year ir this area are basically being carried out 
which allows the increasing demands of the city for heat, electrical power, 
water and other types of communal services to be steadily provided. 


At the same time some issues concerning the development of the city economy 
are being resolved slowly. The rate of work in repairing old housing 
facilities with  re-planned apartments, and the repair of asphalt streets 
and roadway are lagging behind. Some apartments and micro-regions are not 
being maintained satisfactorily. 


The Moscow City Executive Committee and rayon executive committees as well 
&s economic leaders must take steps in order to eliminate the shortcomings, 
concentrate efforts on the unconditional fulfillment of the plan for the 
current year and of the tasks for the 10th Five-Year Plan in the area of 
the city economy. The level of organization and city and rayon economic 
services should be raised, their further proportional development and clear 
interaction must be ensured, as must the increase in the quality and reduc- 
tion in the work time for repair and reconstruction of housing, roads, 
engineer.ng systems and projects, good maintenance of buildingsand terri- 


tories, and improvement of the housing and communal services for Moscow 
residents be provided. 





ne of the moat important tusks of party, soviet and economic organisations 
in Moecow ig the organised completion of all work in preparing the city for 
winter. 


Macy oousing repair organizations are asnaging the plan, However, in a 
number of crayons, particularly ‘n Une departmental housing fund, these pro- 
jects are being carried out poorly, Enterprises of the USSR Ministry of 
Food Induetry, Ministry of the Machine Tool-building and Tool Industry, and 
Ministry of the Chemica: Industry are poorly managing the pian for repairing 
housing. They are seriously lagging behind fulfilling the tasks. 


Many complaints concerning the unsatisfactory state of housing are sent 
from housing residents, those working in tae Kalabr, Znamaya Truda, imeni 
| Maya plante, the subway system, the State Administration of Construction 
of the Moscow Subway, the Trexhgornaya Manufaktura Combine, the Petr 
Alekseyev Factory, the Moscow-Kursk department of the railway and other 
Organizations, There are particulerly many complaints in connection with 
roof leaks, poor ceiling of panel ecenes and freezing well panels. 


Taske for preparing the city for winter must be the center of the attention 
of party, soviet and economic organizations. Their duty is to examine in 
detail all iesues concerning the preparation for winter, discover and eli- 
nate all of the shortcominge in this area, get additiona. resources and 
funds for the organized completion of pre-winter measures, provide for the 
qualitative preparation for winter in energy projects, engineering systems 
and equipment, industrial enterprises, transportetion, construction, 
housing fund and buildings for general pwirposes. 


With the improvement in the well-being of workers, the expansion of housing 
construction more and more demands are plisced upon the branches of trade, 
food catering services and domestic services. 


In Moscow during the ast four and a half years of the five-year plan all 
of these branches exceeded the planned tasks. The annual plans were 
exceeded by 1,252,000,000 rublee in various goods solid to the population, 
enterprises of the catering service realixd 72,000,000 rubles worth of 


products which they produced themselves, and 1&,000,000 rubles worth of 
domestic services were rendered. 


low the tasx of party organizations and trade workers, public catering and 
domestic services is that in expanding the preparation for the party con- 
gress, they should provide the early implementation of the plan for ie 
current year and the five-year plar as 4 whole, and achieve improvement in 
services rendered to the populace. These branches still have many collec- 
tives which do not carry out the plans and tasks. The rightful criticisms 
of the populace for the wisatisfactory services in a number of stores, 
dining rooms, workshops, domestic services workshops, rudeness and lack of 
attention on the part of personnel provoke concern. Complaints on the 
per’ of the people concern the interruption and sale of goods on daily 
demand, particularly during the morming and evening, the monotonous variety 

















and poor quality of dishes in the Gaining rooms and oafes, the low quality 
f work and the late services carried out by enterprises of domestic ser- 
vices. Many stores, dining roums, public service workshops, ana work rooms 
are not maintained satisfactorily, and their artistic advertising does not 
answer modern demands. 


In preparing for the 26th CPSU Congress, rayon cvmm tees of the party and 
executive committees of rayon councils, chief administrations of trade, 

public catering, domestic services administration must mobilize the collec- 
tives in the area of services in order to have better work in the branches, 


carry out the plans an! obligations in all enterprises and organisations, 
for searching for ed ‘tional resources of goods and the steadfast supply to 
Une population, 


varty, soviet, trade union, komsomol, and economic organizs*.ons must 
improve personnel training of trade workers and thoos of t ‘omestic ser- 
vices, come out against existing shortcomings in tueir work in a more fira 
and princivled fashion, insistently maise the level of o 4 rma. services to 
the population, and achieve an exempla.y maintenance of the enterprises of 
these branches. 


Important tasks face party, soviet, procurement, transportation and other 
organizations during the current year in connection with the delivery and 
laying in of fruits an‘ vegetables for the winter storage. It is advisable 
to expand work on the comprehensive preparation for procuring fruits and 
vegetables from the new harvest and complete the construction of new and 
the repair of exist ng storage building.

_Text) Night was falling. The sinking sun slowly descended toward the 

blue horizon in the distance. And the longer the shadows of the trees and 
the saetava [border guard post] structures grew, the more noticeably 

the heat fell. On the asphalt area in front of the barracks, where a 
slight breeze was blowing and it was a little bit easier to breath, the 
personnel in the subdivision commanded by officer V. Altarykov had put into 
formation. A combat crew was under way.

The following will defend the state border of the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics," the sastava chief said, and then began reading a 
list that he held in his hand. 


Having stopped in the corridor, I listened attentively to the list of 
names, attempting to remember the ones that were most interesting to me. 

I did this not for the sake of idle curiosity. it was necessary, literally 
before each combat crew, to have adiscussion with the group of activists at the 
saetava. With some of them I had managed to establish a business-like 
contact. Now I wanted to meet with my new acquaintances in the situation 
that was most customary for them, while they were on the job. Later on, 

1 was planning to tell the sastava chief of my intention. 


"You're going out on a detail?" Vasily Altarykov asked me, before I had 
a chance to tell him. 


"Definitely!" I responded joyously and I told the officer my ideas, my 
desire to visit various kinds of details. 


"In that case you'd better take an UAZ [Soviet jeep] driver as your partner 
and leave after 2300 hours for the right flank." 


And now, here we are driving along the loamy dirt road. The headlights 
pick out of the darkness the uneven spots in the soil, the tall, yellowing 











grass, and the infrequent rain puddles on the shoulders. Sometimes the 
headlights reveal animals that are caught unaware and that freeze in the 
headlight glare =~ hedgehogs, jerboas, gophers, and other rodents. And 
then, suddenly, it begins to seem that this is an ordinary, peacetime 
field at night, rather than an alerted, uneasy sector that abuts the 
border that runs here. 


The right flank of the sector is the first point on our itinerary. A 
searchlight post is on duty here. The driver deliberately, so as not to 
blind the detail and also so as not to decamouflage the equipment, turns 
out the headlights. In an instant, everything all around sinks into 
impenetrable darkness. 


We drive up to the position » -he lowest gear. One of the border guards 
approaches us. My eyes have 4 t yet become accustomed to the darkness. 
Therefore it is not until th ceport that I learn that this is the chief 

of the searchlight post, Sergeant Studnyarskiy, one of my new acquaintances. 


"How are things going?" I ask the senior man in the detail. 


"No signs of violation of the state border have been detected!" he answers 
in the customary way. 


We start toward the crew. The specialists are all in their individual 
places: one of them is on duty near the base vehic 2, another executes 
the duties of sentry. 


Even before leaving for the border, I learned from a discussion with Ser- 
geant K. Studnyarskiy that the technical post operates in two shifts 

and duty is performed by a reduced crew. Officially this version of 

organizing the performance of duty is authorized, but, practically speaking, 
t does not always turn out that way. Much depends upon the placement of 
the people. So I ask, “Are you getting along all right?" 


"At first, things were a little rough -- we were hindered by mistakes in the 
actions taken by the searchlight operators. Now they have become more 
experienced, they've become accustomed to it." 


Konstantin Studnyarskiy shines a flashlight on his wristwatch and issues 
a command that is not very loud, but is easily heard close by: "Take 
your places! Prepare for combat!" 


[ start walking to an observation device that is standing on a tripod. And 
when, groaning angrily, the motors and generator in the searchlight are 
turned on, the next command is issued, "Light!" 


A powerful [1-2 wds illegible] pierces the night. One can see, as though 


spread out on the palm of one's hand, a railroad, an ancient signal mound 
with a topographical point on the summit, and a peacefully sleeping 
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settlement, A heavy freight train passes by, clicking over tne rails, 
and then the sound fades away in the distance, It is constantly followed 
by the bright beam of the searchlight. 


Taking advantage of the situation, I examine the concrete-reinforced 
position. Everything here has been thought out, verified, and tested by 
many years of practice. ‘There is nothing extra here. The high embank- 
ment makes it possible for the searchlight beam to dominate over the 
terrain and to keep careful watch both on the close approaches and on the 
distant ones. 


"All clear!" the sergeant's voice rings out again. 


ioe beam goes out and the motor stors. Quiet reigns all around. But not 
tor long. A half-hour will go by, or maybe only a few minutes, and the 
searchlight unit w ll start up again, with a hundred horsepower, in order 
to flash its beam as a terrible warning to any border violators, a beam 
that is obedient to the experienced hands of the border guards. 


We set off in the direction of the sector that was being protected. But

RELIGIOUS FREEDOM, ATHEIST EDUCATION IN ESTONIA

Text) The CPSU decree “On "“urther Improvement of 
ideological and Political -ndoctrination” devotes a 
great dea. of attention to measures for intensifying 
atheist education and to the fight against religious 
prejudices and bourgeois-c.erical propaganda.

,Juestion) Radical changes have occurred in all areas of social life in the 
40 Soviet years of our republic.

l[Answer) Let me begin with the following fact: While in 1939 believers 
made up almost the entire population of Estonia, today, according to 
estimates made by relicious organizations themselves (because religion is 

4 pravate matter of the individual and the state does not maintain records 
" believers), the membership of religious societies is a iittlie more than 
99,000. Thas is the product of our socialist way of life, which undermined 
the Social roots of religion, and of propaganda of materialist philosophy 
and scientific-atheist knowledge. 


(yuestion) Please discuss the system of atheist propaganda itself in 
greater detail. 


|Answer) Intecrated plans of ideological work, of which atheist indoctri- 
nation is a Special subdivision, have been written and are being implemented 
successfully in the party organizations and most of the Komsomol organiza- 
tions of the republic. Commissions for coordination of atheist propaganda 
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perating in the fayon and city party Committees, They devote special 
sttentaon to the activities of atheist agitators. There are more than a 
thousand and a half of them in the republic. 


~vweetionh) Atheist propaganda demands from the propagandist not only 
daveree Knowledge but also deep convictions. Who trains atheist personne) 
if) Ue republic? 


\Anewer) There is an atheist activist school in Tallin. In recent years 
This WOFK has been going on within the framework of the University of 
Marxism-Leninism. In 15 years more than 700 persons have undergone training 
here. There are also universities of Marxism-Leninism in Kokhtla-Yarve 
and Tartu. But unfortunately, Tartu does not have a department of atheism. 
It does have its scholars, however, and it does have people interested in 
the problems of atheism. Nor does this city, which contains so many young 
people, possess an atheist club. Such clubs have proven themselves well 

in Pyarnu, Tallin, and other of the republic's cities. The “Ateos” Club 
has been Operating at the Tallin Polytechnical Institute for many years. 

it does a great deal of work to expose various sorts of bourgeois clerical 
falsifications and fabrications. 


\Question) We know that the main emphasis in these fabrications rests on 
the Suggestion that “freedom of religion is restricted” in the Soviet Union, 
that believers are subjected to “persecution”, and that therefore people do 
not go to church. 


|Answer) Farst of all I need to say that the process of departure fram 
religion and the crisis in belief in God are natural phenomena that are 
affecting the nonsocialist world as well. Sociologists in all of the major 
capitalist countries are writing about these phenomena. After all, atheism 
is developing in close association with development of material production, 
with the socioeconomic and political life of society, with the class struggle, 
and with the progress of science and art. Thus when Western propagandists 
assert that people do not go to church because they are not allowed to go 
and because they fear persecution, they fail to see or to understand even 
what is going on right in front of their noses. How, in such a case, can 
they possibly judge what is going on in other countries?

Answer) The USSR Constitution gives the individual the freedom of choice: 
to believe or not to believe in God, to practice religious worship or to 
engage in atheist propaganda.

\Anewer) In addition to the fact that this time they were celebrated not 
across the ocean, as before, but in Stockholm, it would be important to 
note that in the aggravated international situation, reactionary emigrant 
circles cied to once again demonstrate their hatred of socialist Estonia, 
to fuel the fire of the enemies of peace and relaxation.

(Text) The range of activities of the TGU (Tartu State University) 
Department of Russian Literature is great, even if we limit ourselves to 
the framework of the university. 


It services several subdivisions of the philological and historical 
faculties of the TGU, the department's instructors give lecture courses 

on the history of Russian, Soviet, and foreign literature, on the history 
of Russian criticism, on literature of the peoples of the USSR, on folklore, 
on literature theory, and on the methods of teaching literature in school, 
they prepare special courses, they conduct numerous special seminars and 
clinics, Lney engage in scientific research and work on teaching methods, 
and so om. And this truly tremendous load is carried by a small collective 
of instructors--there are only 11 persons in the department. 


But the main task of the department is to train teachers of Russian language 
and literature. It performs this task together with the Russian ianguage 
department and the department of Russian language teaching methods of the 
TGU Philological Faculty. 


We devote much attention to the pedagogical activities of the students. 
On practical training days the department organizes a unique sort of 
“traveling” meetings at the schools, at which lessons conducted by the 
trainees and other issues are discussed. 


But we cannot limit ourselves to just this alone. The department also 
believes its task to be to render direct assistance within the school. 

I am not referring to the “feedback” problem, which seems to be so 

fashionable today, though it is important as well. The quality of specialists 
produced by the institutions of higher education depends in many ways on 

the level of training afforded to students in secondary schools. It is im- 
possible to make a good specialist out of a student who had trouble with his 
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jiade SeNMOOL program af4a who had not learned to work as he should The 
traiaang  ' forded to students depends not only on the qualifications of the 
teacher but also on the quality of the school textbook, the programs, the 
training methods, and many other factors associated wih the Lheory and 
practice of sehool natruction. Th s is why the university is vitaily 
interested in everyth ag having to do with school af*a.ce in the republic. 


At the same time, in order to successfully prepare, in ts w5iversity, 

teachers of Russian language and literature for the Estorian school, we 

Must understand the pr b.ema and difficulties such teachers will encounter 

4 theae future work, anc we must show them the ways to surmount these 
ffiaculties whise tix ase BtLAll in the VUZ. 


What are the piace and rcle of studying Russian litecature within the 
training process experienced by Estonian students of fuse.an language? 
What spec fie features should there be in literature readings conducted in 
Mussian Language lessons given in the Estonian secondary &sc¢).% 1? How is 
the Stuay of Russian literature to be combined with s 4, © che native 
literature of the students? What sort of textbook of Missian Literature 
snould be provided to Estonians? These are just some of the fundamental 
juestions that were immediately raised before the department's instructors 
when they consiaered the problem of preparing Russian language specialists 
of a profile required by our republic. 


I: Was immediately ceveaied that these questions are not ciear-cut. The 
department's instructors had to first work out the tiieoretical aspects of 
the problems associated with the uniqueness of teaching literature in a 
national school, Estonian in this case. 


Department Professor Yu. Lotman, one of the greatest Soviet literature 
critics, began studying the unique features of literature readingr in 
the Estonian school together with another teacher, i. Kiseleva; they aiso 
analyzed the place of literature in the Pussian language training afforded 
to schoolcnildren. Their research resulted in several pubiishea articles. 


Professor P. Reyfman tackled the unique features of iiterature textbooks 
for Estonian schools and the principles of selecting texts for study in 
tne school. Meanwhile, working with Yu. Liyvorg (Pyarli), a graduate 
student of the department who was at that time a teacher in one of the 
Tartu schools, I studied the problem of using information on Russian- 
Estonian literary ties in Russian language lessons as one of the resources 
with whach to build a bridge between studying Russian literature and the 
native literature of the students. 


The department organized and conducted two interrepublic scientific con- 
ferences entitled “Literary Criticism and the School"; practicing teachers 
and »romanent specialists in literature instruction methods from Moscow, 
Leningrad, Latvia, Lithuania, Azerbaijan, and other union republics took 
part in them. 
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students of the (GU Gepartment of Russian Language and literature were aiso 
auked to participate in Che work on the problems of teaching Russian liter- 
acure in the Estonian schoo., though for the sake of justice it should be 
noted that their participation could have been even greater. 


Nalureily, however, just theoretical work on these probleme is not enough. 


We also nad to introduce these findings into practice. Instructors and 
graduate students of the Russian literature department reported the findings 
jeverai tumes at republic scientific=practical teaches conferences. It has 
how been Many years that the department's colleagues have been regularly 
givirg lectures inf summer advanced training courses for teachers of the 
Estonian SSR, and taking part in the activities Of commissions responsible 
for teaching methods in the republic. The department's colleagues took 

part if Che drafting of a new program of Russian literature for Estonian 


scOrdary schools, and @ new training pian. 


Recentiy the republic recognized the urgency of creating a new, full compiex 

of Russian language textbooks satisfying the requirements of present 
-entufac and methodological thought. The department's instructors are 

now part.cipating in che creation of practically all training aids in 

Russia. literature for the senior classes of Estonian secondary schools. 


Severel editions of the textbook “Susskaya sovetskaya literatura diya XI 
y.a88a estonskikh sikol" [Russian Soviet Literature for Estonian Schools, 
ilth Grade] have already been published. Assistant Professor V. Bezzubov, 
the department chairman, participated in its creation. Together with 
Professor Yu. Lotman and 1, he is now working on a textbook of Russian 

iteratuce for ninth and tenth grades in Estonian secondary schools. It 
foresees special sections devoted to ties between Russian writers and 
Estonia, the history of the relationship between Estonian readers and 
Russian literature, and Estonian translations of Russian literature. The 
textpnook's authors wish it to present the history of literature not as a 
faceless process but rather as a story of the struggle, development, and 
creative inguiry of iivang people. 


Presentiy Professor P. Reyfman is coauthoring a textbook of iiterature for 
the tenth grade with L. Al'tin, a graduate of the TGU department of Russian 
Language and ijiterature and one of the best literature teachers in our 
republic; Professor Yu. Lotman, meanwhile, is working on a similar training 
aid for the lith grade together with V. Neverdinova, an assistant pro- 
fessor of the Tallin Pedagogical institute. Both textbooks will be ready 
this year. 


Moreover V. Bezzubov has prepared collections of tales by M. Gor'kiy (1975) 
and A. Chekhov (1979) for the series “Grade School Library” (literary texts 
for Estonian schoolchildren), published by Izdatel'stvo "Eesti Raamat”. 














In recent years many of the republic's schoole have created cleseos offering 
deep analysis of Russian literature. This is a promising form of trainings 
At farst, however, the classes were not supplied with either ihe prog: uss 
or the textbooks they required. Nor was there adequate experien © a 
offering lessons in special classes and in elective courses. 


The TOU departments of Russian literature and Russian language instrvestion 
methods took an active part in providing assistance to che Special classes. 
and in teaching the elective courses. They helped out in the writirg of 
the program and in the creation of spec al textbooks, and they held 
several seminars for teachers of special clasees anc @)ectivea courses. 


instructors of the university department assumed sponsorshis  f special 
classes of Russian language in Tartu Secondary Gehool No lo. Professc: 

Yu. Lotman gave a number of special courses to students of *his schooi-- 
text analysis, culture and life in Pushkin's days, and the probleve of 
modern cinematographic art. L. Kiseleva gave a cycle cf iectures on 
Pushkin's times, and on Petersburg-Leningrad as the centes of © 6° a 
culture. Professor Z. Mints, other instructors of the department, and I 
jave lectures to students of the specia) classes. The depertment's members 
OOK part in discussion evenings and in other extracurricular functions for 
students of the special classes, and they helped the teachers ‘or: out the 
methodological problems. 


We have also recently established contact with spec.al classes of Rursicen 
language of the rural secondary school in “anepisk. Students of these 
classes are frequent guests of the university, where they hear le tures 
from the department's instructors. 


The department aiso maintains ties with the republic's Russian schoois. 
Grade school literary Olympics, which have already been held for sore than 
10 years in cooperation with the Estonian SSR Ministry of Education, do an 
especially great deal to promote such ties. They stimulate deeper study of 
literature by the students, and they help reveal students wi.o are most 
capable and best prepared in the humanitarian disciplines. Many winners 

of the Olympics later entered our university and joined the depertment of 
Russian language and literature. Owing to the Olympics, we Seve a’so been 
able to establish contact with the best literature teachers in the reoublic's 
Russian schools, particularly with Taisiya Pavlovna Roppa of Nerve Secor.dary 
School No l. She regularly sends her best students our way. 


Unfortunately I do need to note that such contact has been established with 
far from all of the republic's philologists. But the TOU philciogy faculty 
and its Russian department are supremely interested ir having Cocchers 
recommend their best students to us, and send those whic love -.terature 
and are scciously interested in it to the university. Frequently the de- 
partment gets students who are not serious while truly worthy stvdents 
remain outside the VUZ. 


We still have many unsolved problems, but much has also been done, es~- 
pecially in recent years, to provide help to the republic's schools. 
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
